The visit to these shops was particularly 
interesting to me, because of the insight 
it g@ve into the possibilities of Filipino 
labor in the mechanical line, ‘The labor 
question is one of the great ones down 
here, and one to which | have endeavored 
to pay especial attention. in the shops 
here, where locomotives were being re- 
paired and made over, and where freight 
cars, refrigerator cars~and  third-class 
coaches are being built, the labor ‘was 
entirely done by Filipinos. 

Very, excellent, too, was the work be- 
ing turned out. I will have more to say 
about this labor question in some future 
letter, for there is enough to be said on 
it to warrant a letter unto itself.

employee of this railroad—engineers, ta- 
tion. masters, train hands, clerks in he 
general offices, the men working in o 
capacities—are Filipinos. 

At Caloocan there was a lot of figt ¢

and there are some troops stationed near 
there now. Among these are scme com- 
panies of Macabebe scouts. Those I saw 
impressed me as being hardy little fel- 
lows, but it is possible they may have 
looked huskier than their fellows because 
of the army’blue shirts and the Yhaki 
uniforms they wore.

Brunswick, Ga., December 31.—(Special.) 
Effie Goode, a mulatto woman, who came 
to Brunswick some time ago from Macon, 
was terribly and perhaps fatally cut at 
an early hour this morning by her hus- 
band, Bill Goode. 

The cutting was preceded by a row. in 
the early part of the night, when the 
husband was the aggressor. The woman 
Svught the police station for protection 
and an officer went to her house in search 
of Goode, but he had gone. 

Later Goode came out from his hiding 
place, and, finding his wife alone and un- 


protected, he commenced to cut her to 
pieees. Neighbors heard her screams and 
rushed to police headquarters for help. 
As quickly -as possible Assistant Chief 
Owens got to the housé with an officer. 
After sending for a physician to dress 
the wounds a search was again made to 
locate Goode, but so far without avail. 
The physician took forty-four stitches to 
sew up the wounds, and the woman’s 
recovery will be miraculous. Goode is a 
negro with only one hand, bears a gen- 
erally bad reputation, and has served ten 
years in the penitentiary.

The recent rains have swollen the Sa- 
vannah river so that it is out of its 
banks on the lowlands opposite Augusta 
on the Carolina side. 

One of the wagon roads through Ham- 
burg to the old, city bridge across the 
river is submerged and several teams 
have had narrow escapeg today.

-The crest of the flood is 
not expected until tomorrow. 

All trains on the Western Railway of 
Alabama east of Montgomery are still 
annulled. The first train which the offi- 
cials expect to get out is the local for At- 
lanta, due to leave at1:30 p. m. tomorrow. 

The Louisville and N&shville has suc- 
ceeded in resuming its regular servicc. 

Tallassee, where’the great dam of the 
Montgomery Water Company is located, 
is still cut off from all communication. 
The Tallapoosa river, which separatcs it 
from Montgomery, is a raging torrent 
and all efforts to cross the stream have 
failed. Officials of the company in this 
city are wholly without further informa- 
tion concerning the loss to the_ great.

The Panama canal scheme has been 
one of speculation, lottery frauds and 
scandais from the hour of its incep- 
tion.

To ring it in now and de 
mand that all the labor and expense 
incurred by this governmept in pre- 
paring the way for the Nicaragua 
canal shall ‘be cast aside and the 
whole question of route comparisons 
threshed over again has a sinister ap- 
pearance. The Parisian exploiters 
are ready tools in the hands of any 
crowd that will use them and divide 
And this is-a case 
and a time when congress can well be- 
ware of the Greeks ‘bearing gifts. 
There are great interests in this coun- 
try opposed to any canal whatever 
between the two oceans and they are 
quite ready to use one such scheme to 
bludgeon the other and make both im- 
possible. . 

The sensible thing to do is what 
the country at large expects and is 
ready to indorse—that congress pro 
ceed at once to adopt the Nicaragua 
route and build the canal with the 
least possible cost and delay. 
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Statistics of Railway Evolution. 

We stated yesterday on the auther- 
ity uf The Railway Age that the num- 
ber of miles of railway track laid in 
tne United States during 1901 was 
greater than for any like period since 
1890. This announcement paves the 
way for some additional figures which 
have recently been compiled by the 
treasury bureau of statistics, showing 
the railway mileage of the different 
countries of the globe and placing the 
United States at the head of the list. 

From the figures given the world’s 
total railway mileage at the present 
time is 484,348 miles, and of this ag- 
gregate the United States has 199,378 
miles, or nearly two-fifths of the en- 
tire railway mileage of the globe. 
Outside of the United States on the 
North American continent there are 
21,279 miles of track, making the total 
for the North American continent 
220,657 miles, against 168,605 for Eu- 
rope, 35,580 for Asia, 28,364 for South 
America, 15,860 for Africa and 15,282 
for Australasia. 

Taking the different countries of 
the globe in the order of railway mile- 
age, the figures are.as follows: United 
States 199,378 miles, Germany 31,934 
miles, Russia 29,894 miles, France 26,- | 
613 miles, India 25,035 miles, Austria- 
Hungary 22,919 miles, Great Britain 
and Ireland 21,700 miles, Canada 17,- 
&57 tiles. British Australasia 15,266 
miles, Argentina 10,419 miles, Italy 
9.810 miles, Mexico 9,608 miles, Brazil 
8,718 miles, and Spain 8,300 miles. 

Outside of the United States most 
of the railway systems of the world 
are owned by the government of the 
various countries. Nearly nine-tenths 
of the railways of Germany are owned 
by the national and state governments, 
while tuose of Russia, France, Austria- 
Hungary and ‘Italy are also largely 
owned by the governmental authori- 
ties. 

Especially interesting are the fig- 
ures showing the growth of railway 
enterprise in the United States dur- 
ing the past seventy-five years. Go- 
ing back to 1830, there were only 
23 miles of railway tr in the United 
States, but since tl he extension 
of railway mileage »,- feach succeed- 
ing decade has been as follows: 1840, 
2,818 milés; 1850, 9,021 miles; 1860, 
80,626 miles; 1870, 52,922 miles;'.1880, 
93.262 miles; 1890, 166,654 miles; 19u0, 
194,321 miles. 

Statistics of operation run back for 
only fifteen or twenty: years, but since 
then the number of persons hauled has 
increased in the following  progres- 
sion: 1887, 423,000,000; 1890, 520,000,- 
000; 1895, 529,000,000, and 1900, 584.- 
000,000; while the increase in freight 
hauled has been as follows: 1883, 39,-

Teddy’s New “Mark Hanna.” 

(From The New York Herald Wash. Cor.) 

Sedate senators are very much wrought 
up over the apparent ascendancy of Sen- 
ator Cabot Lodge in the white house. It 
is clear to them that Senator Lodge is the 
one member of the upper house of con- 
gress who is really’ close to the presi- 
dent. This results from intimate friend- 
ship*extending over many years, during 
which Senator Lodge was, perhaps, the 
only member of congress who had con- 
fidence in Theodore Roosevelt's political 
star. Not a day passe- that Senator 
Lodge is not at the white house several 
times. He goes in and out of the cabinet 
r¢om with all the freedom of a cabinet 
minister. He useg the white house tele- 
graph and long distance telephone when- 
ever he wants to. He rides, walks, dines, 
lunches, jokes, advises, exults and ericves 
with the president.

New Railways in the South.

The compilation of The Railway Age 

shows a total of new mileage approxi- 
mating 5,067 miles. In 1890 railroad build- 
ing, reached high water mark, showing a 
total of 5,670 miles. In 190C the total was 
4,437 miles. Texas leads all other states 
in new mileage, having built 583 miles of 
new line during the year, distributed 
among twenty-three roads. Oklahoma ter- 
ritory comes next with a total of 427 miles 
and New Mexico follows with 275 miles uf 
new line. The new construction is inter- 
esting as indicating remarkable industrial 
development in the southwest and south.

The Trusts Have Cinched Cuba. 
(From The New. York World.) 

It is stated that shortly after the 
Spanish-American war agents of the su- 
gar and tcbacco interests were sent to 
Cuba to pave the way for the absorption 
of these two principal industries of the 
island. The sugar beet men say this 
acquisition has steadily progressed and 
is now so advanced that the output can 
be controllei in case of a reduction in 
the tariff on these two products. 

The beet people intimate that it is part 
of the plan of the trusts ‘to permit a 
‘falling off tn the price of sugar when the 
American market is opened for Cuban 
sugar. This, they say, would cause many 
of the young beet sugar factories to col- 
lapse. As fast as they fail it would be 
the policy of the -trust_to buy them. 
When this buying up had advanced suf- 
ficiently to control the beet sugar output 
the price of sugar might be gradually 
raised. The beet people say that with 
control of the output of beet sugar the 
trust could fix the price of sugar at will. 
and a reduction of the tariff would in 
reality mean an addition to the profits 
of the trust. 

It is pointed out that it would not be 
necessary to own all the sugar land of 
Cuba to control the product. The larger 
plantations woud have to be acquired, 
the sma)ier plantations could be con- 
trolled through ewnership of the sugar 
factories, which are practically the mar- 
kets for those net rich enough to own 
their own machinery. The trust is said 
to be In position to take charge of the 
warehouses and the commission business

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 


Pittsburg People Still Hopeful That 
It Will Be Made in This Country. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Post: There is just a 

chanee that the contract for the making 

of the proposed Pacific cable, to give the 

United States direct communication with 

Hawaii and the Philippines, will be se- 

cured by American manufacturers, and 

the fact that the Standard Underground 

Cable Company, of Pittsburg, is directly 

interested in the project gives the subject 

a decidedly local tinge. 

During the past week the Pacific Cable 
Company, which proposed to build a cable 
from California to Hawaii under a gov- 
ernment subsidy, and later to carry the 
cable through to the Philippines, formally 
withdrew its application for a franchise 
from the government under such a pro- 
vision, and the president of the company, 
James A. Scrymser, has notified the com- 
mittees ‘in congress of the decision of 
the company. 

This action on the part of the Pacific 
Cable Company leaves the coast clear 
for an entirely new movement in the 
cable building. The Mackay syndicate, 
which proposed to build a cable over the 
same route and to do so independent of 
the government, has not as yet received 
its necessary landing rights. It is a ques- 
tlon now if these rights will be granted 
without a distinct understanding that the 
syndicate shall have the cable made in 
America, or else-be forced to pay duty on 
an imported cable, as the terminals of 
the cable will all be on American terri- 
tory. 

Officials of the Standard Underground 
Cable Company in Pittsburg express the 
opinion that the Mackay syndicate would 
undoubtedly have a cable made in Eng- 
land for this American route, if it se- 
cured the necessary landing rights. It 
would also mean almost a certain aban- 
donment of the project of building a gov- 
ernment cable to the Philippines, and 
would prevent the development of one of 
the greatest industries in the country. 

It was argued,. however, that the con- 
tract for the buNding of such a cable as 
proposed would mean the expenditure of 
$25,000,000 in America, employment of thou- 
sands of men, the consumption of tong 
and tons of cotton and other prvducts of 


the country, as well as the manufactureN 


of thousands of miles of copper wire. 

American manufacturers naturally want 
to have every possibility afforded them to 
make this cable. It would be the first one 
of any importance to be made in America, 
and would keep the cable companies busy 
for at least two years. The ciainr is also 
made that the American cables would be 
found to be better made than those now 
in use, and whether built by private sub- 
sidized companies, by the government, or 
by a company acting independent of the 
government subsidies, the cables would 
be found to be more economical and 
would last longer. 

Close watch is being Kept on the pres- 
ent session of congress. It is said the 
senate bill authorizing the government to 
build a cable over the acific route, 
which passed that ¥Y last session, but 
failed ot reach the house in time for d-A- 
nite action, has again- been introduced 
in the senate A aimilar bill has been in. 
troduced in the house, which pledges a 
subsidy to any private company building 
a cable over the proposed route. 

The government cabie plan is said to he 
the most popplar in Washington. Should 
it become a jaw it is said that Pittsburg 
ean look for the building of a very large 
eable works. Much special machinery 
would be ordered and thousands of 
men would ve loyed in the new work.

The populists met at 1 o’clock 
and were in session until nearly 4 in the 
afternoon. 

The conference was called to order by 
Dr. 8. J. McKnight, of Dalton, chair- 
man of the state executive committee, 
and J. E. Bodenhamer, of Dalten, secre- 
tary of the committee, acted as secre- 
tary. Among those present were W. L. 
Peek of Conyers, W. F. McDaniel of 
Conyers, W. J. Henning of Augusta, R. 
B. Gaston, of Carrollton, Dr. J. T. Dickey 
of Thomaston, T. J. Beverly of Upson 
county, F. M. Henderson of Banks coun- 
ty, W. W. Wilson of Buford, Ben Mil- 
liken of Jesup, M. D. Erwin of Winder, 
W. H. Nally of Douglasville, Judge T. A. 
Hutcheson of Buchanan, J. H. Mize of 
Haralson county, Mr. Cowan of Tattnall

Decided To Put Out a Ticket. 

Mr. Beverly, of Upson county, offered 
a resolution to the effect that the popu- 
lists of Georgia put out a ticket for gov- 
ern and state house officers for 1902. Af- 
ter bricf discussion the resolution was 
unanimously . adopted. 

Several ef those who were present 
stated that no names of candidates had 
been considered, either at the meeting or 
otherwise. Nothing will be done on this 


line, it was stated, until after the conven- | 


tion at Louisville in April. Colonel Peek 
has naturally been spoken of in connec- 
tion with the head of the ficket, but it is 
not even known yet that he will be con- 
sidered. 

Following the expression of a determl- 
nation to put out a state ticket a commit- 
tee of three was appointed, under reso- 
lution, to draft an address ‘‘to the popu- 
lists and other refcrmers of Georgia,” 
along reform lines. The members of this 
committee are S. J. McKnight, J. L. F.>- 
rell and W. W. Wilson. This address, it 
is stated, will be prepared within the 
next two or three months and will be 
epread broadcast over the state. 

Probably before any definite action is 
-taken looking to putting out a state ticket 
- next year, the populists will await the 
action of the Louisville convention of 
the “‘allied"’ party, as they call it, which 
wil! ve held on the first Wednesday in 
_ April, 1902. This, it is said, will be a con- 
‘vention of all the classes of so-called re- 
formers in the country, and the pcpulists 
expect to have a large share in it. 

It was decided at yesterday's conference 
to send fifteen delegates from Georgia to 
this convention. There will be one from 
each congressional district and four from 
the state at large. these delegates are 
to be appointed by Chairman McKnight 
within the next thirty days.

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PAST YEAR BROKE RECORDS 
AT LOCAL WEATHER BUREAU 


HE year which closed at midnight 


respects at the local weather bureau. 


The weather during the past twelve 
months has been normal on the average, 
but several records have been broken. 
J. B. Marbury, the local forecast official, 
gives out the following review for the 
year: , 
January was a nermal month. The 
average. temperature was 44 degrees, 1 
degree above the normal fcr the month. 
It was warmest on the llth, feaching on 
that day 66, while on the 19th it was only 
>4 above zero. There was no excessive 
cold and only 5.95 inches of rain feli 
47 inches above the normal. The prevail- 
ing winds camé from the northwest, the 
average velocity being 13 miles an hour, 
while the maximum was 45 miles an hour 
on the 27th. There was no snow. 
February was sonfewhat colder than 
usual. The month was ushered in by 


a eold snap in the last decade, pulling 
down the mean temperature to 41 degrees, 
5 degrees colder than the normal. On 
the 17th it reached the maximum heat of 
the month, 68 degrees, while it dropped 
down to 19 on the 24th. The total rainfall 
was 4.04 inches, .71 less than normal of 
the month. On the 28d 4.4 inches of snow 
fell, the first snow of the year. Though 
this was a heavy fall for the month it is 
not an abnormal one. The _ prevailing 
winds came from the northwest, obtain- 
ing their -maximum velocity of 43 miles 
on the 20th, and averaging 12 miles an 
hour for. the month. ; 

An average temperature of 52 degrees, 
exactly the normal, tells the story of the 
month of March. The 38d was the hottest 
day. the temperature reactiing 75, while 
three days after,“pcople were shivering in 
their overcoats, at 17. The rainfall was 
5.71 inches, .07 less than normal... There 
were light flurries of snow on the 15th 
and 16th. There was little rain up to the 
2th and the 26th, on which days it made 
up for the previous good weather, 2.74 
inches falling. The percentage cf sun- 
shine was about normal, though there 
was rain on eleven days. At an average 
velecity of 13 miles an hour the -winds 
from the southwest scurried over the city, 
reaching 2 maximum of 40 miles on the 
5th instant. 

Cold Weather in April. 

April broke the reccrd for cold weath- 
er. the average being 55 degrees. 6 de- 
grees lower than the normal and 1 ae- 
gree lower than the weather during any 
previous April, reaching 8 on the 30th 
and declining in the earlier part of the 
month to 36 on the 4th. -The total rain- 
fall was 5.27 inches, 1.48 above normal. 
The winds came from the northwest at 
an average velocity of 13 miles an hour. 

In May the temperature was normal at 
69 degrees, its maximum being & on the 
bth and its minimum f7 on the 2th. The 
total rainfall was 7.55, ihe greatest 
amount fa))ing in this month in twenty- 
three years, and thereby creating a new 
record for the month. Of this rain, 4.86 
inches fell in twenty-four hours on the 
days of the’ 20th and 2ist, which is 1.48 
more than the normal for the month. The 
prevailing winds were from the north- 
west, coming with an average veiocity of 
§ miles and a maximum of 47 on the 12th. 

June was a hot, rainy month, one of 
the most disagreeable of the year. The 
average temperature wad while. the

The total] precipita- 
tion for the month was 3.76, .07 above the 
normal. Of this rain 236° inches. fell on 
the 17th. The first light frost was on the 
2th. There was general dry weather 
during the greater part of the month. 
There were seventeen clear days and only 
Seven partly cloudy ones and plenty of 
sunshine. The prevailing .winds were 
from the east, their velocity averaging 10 
miles and reaching a maximum of 32 on 
the 15th. 

When October began the people of At- 
lanta had a taste of rea} life, that had 
been denied them for a long time, for in 
every respect + month was a delightful 
one. The temperature went no highr 
than 80 on the 2d and no lower than 41 on 
the 15th, while it averaged 62. The pre- 
cipitation was almost nil, only .59 falling 
during the entire month, .40 of this falling 
On the Ist. There was rain on three davs 
only, while there were twenty-three clear 
days, and only two partly cioudy ones. 
The first heavy frost of the year came 


on the 16th. The winds were from the \ 


northwest, averaging 11 miles an hour. 

November was unusually cold, the 
averaging temperature being 47, the low- 
est Atlanta has experienced since 1880, in 
which year the weather. in December 
reached the same figure.-We have’ had 
lower temperature on days during other 
months, but we have never had so long 
continued cold weather in that month be- 
fore. The maximum temperature was 
reached on the Ist, when the thermome- 
ter registered 76 degrees, and the lowest 
was 24, on the 17th. The rainfall was only 
99 inches, 2.42 inches less than the nor- 
mal, and with the exception of the years 
of 1887, 1890 and 1894 it was the dryest No- 
vember on record. The prevailing winds 
came from the northwest, the velocity 
averaging 13 miles to the hour. The 
maximum was 37 miles on ‘the 1%th. A 
light snow fell on the 19th, the earliest 
date in this month since .the November 
of 1882, in which year snow fell on the 
same date. 

December has been an extraordinary 
month on account of the duration of the 
cold spell. It has been unusually cold 
and wet. The total rainfall was 7.61 
inches; 3.42 inches above the normal. and 
on the 298th and 30th alone 4.81 inches fell.

In 1900 the building permits aggregatéd

buildings, yet the great majority were 
for substantial dwellings. In fact, the 
number of residences erected in 1901 has 
peen something remarkable, even for At- 
lanta. 

This demonstrates conclusively that the 
city is growing rapidly and that the peo- 
ple who come here are here to stay, else 
they would not invest their money in 
homes. Not only this, but it is also proof 
positive that a large per cent of the 
citizens of Atlanta are putting their 
earnings in houses and lots.

Bennetts and Mrs. Nabell Prosecute 
Each Other in Court.

BOTH CASES WERE DISMISSED 


Mrs. Nabell Was Charged with As- 
sault and Battery, and Lula Ben- 
nett with Concealing Pistol. 


A feud between neighbors in the factory

They had some 
words, and it is stated that Lula’s youn- 
ger sister interfered and remonstrated 
with Mrs. Nabell about quarreling with 
her sister. It is claimed by the Ben- 
netts that Mrs. Nabell spoke roughly 
to the little girl and slapped her. 

At this juncture Mrs. Nabell charged 
that Lula announced that she would get 
even and went into the house; that when 
she caine »ut she shcved a pistol into one 
of her stockings. This was denied by 
the Bennetts, they claiming that they 
did not have a pistol in the house. 

The affair culminate@l in Mrs. Nabell 
swearing out a warrant charging Lula 
Bennett with carrying concealed weapons 
and another one against her father 
chargine’' him with misdemeanor. This 
was closely followed by the Bennetts 
swearing out a warrant against Mrs. 
Nabell, charging her with assault and 
battery. The cases were consolidated 


and t#ied together. 


Trial of Wells Tomorrow. 

The two cases against W. R. Wells, 
who is charged with striking Bailiff E. 
D. O’Connor on the head with an ax 
last Saturday afternoon, are’ set for a 
hearing tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock 
before Justice of the Peace Landrum, 
The defendant is charged in one case 
with assault with intent to murder and 
in the other with interfering wih a le- 
gal officer in the discharge of his duty. 

Wells was arrested Saturday after- 
noon and placed in the Tower, but was 
released on bond yesterday afternoon 
pending the preliminary trial. He ‘gave 
bond for $200 -in \the assault with intent 
to murder cas¢ and a $100 bond in the 
Other case. The warrants were sworn 
out before Justice of the Peace J. N. 
Bateman, but.the cases were transferred 
to Judge Landrum’s court, as O'Connor 
is a bailiff for Judge Batman.

The Era: The bandit ts the Macedonian 
hero. The admiration of him is inbred. 
Greek independence was won by bandits 
inured to fighting and marches, not by 
townsmen. The Greek national costume 
today—the resplendent uniform worn by 
the kine’s crack regiments of ‘“‘Euzones 
—is that ofthe Albanian brigand. _Mace- 
donia spasmodically hopes to be redeemed 
from Islam as was Greece, In a country 
where poverty is the sole safeguard 
against plunder the brigand is the only 
hero, and he is the only dandy. He comes 
into the semi-weekly market where the 
women chatter over their wares, or str! les 
throuch a railroad ear, known by ¢° <«y- 
body, with his snow-white fust ila 
standing out about him like a ballet uanc- 
er’s skirt. his heavily tasseled cap, his 
embroidered tunic stiff. with .gleaming 
meta]. twirling his fierce mustachios. The 
romantic young envy him; their elders 
at least recognize in him a familiar bur- 

en. He is popular. 
o rhe world conve nothing of the brigands 
unless they disturb Europeans. With na- 
tives their methods are drastic. The 
famous Nicko once took from Larissa two 
children. of different families, whom they 
held for ransom at 300 and 400 liras, ye- 
spectively. The wealthier parents re- 
deemed their child. The other pair were 
very poor. They sent 50 liras with hum- 
ble apologies; Nieko returned the money, 
By heroic efforts the distracted people 
scraped together 10@ liras; again Nicko re- 
turned them, giving in a peremptory 
message three days to furnish the entire 
sum. When the three days had passed 
he sent back the child, cut into four 
pieces. Kismet! It was fate! Nothing 
was done. 

Seventy or eighty dollars for a native; 
$100.000 for a foreigner—that is about the 
scale and the measure of the land’s pov- 
ertv. This same Nicko took from. the 
heart of a village, no one hindering him, 
Mr. and Mrs. Synge. British subjects. He 
gent Mrs. Svnge.to Consul General Blunt 
in Salonica to say that the ransom was 
fixed at $100,000. \Women are seldom taken 
bv. brigands; it’is the theory. natural 
enough in the Hast, that a woman cannot 
walk or ride well enough to stand hasty 
marches. Besides, in Macedonian circles 
there is still no @@ubt as to which is the 
important person. the head of the family. 
When bandits steal women it argues an 
education in western ways. Mr. Svnge 
was well treated and fed heartily: if oc- 
easionallv Nicko” would smile wicked'v 
and drew his finger across his throat in 
pantomime it was but the custom of the 
coumtrv. He was polite enough in ne- 
gotiatine by messenger with Mr. Blunt.

nartv. In the end. Rlunt got Synge off for 
e790. MO) and fortv gold (?) watches bought 
for $5 each in the Salonica market. Blunt's 
kavass took the money into the moun- 
tains and met Nicko, who bit and tested 
eyerv enin of the vold. throwing out a 
few light pieces. The watches were all 
arcentahle. That ended the transaction— 
excent that the kavass nearlv came to 
blowe with WNicko bhecause the latter 
wouldn't fee him for his trouble in carry- 
ing the money. 


Miss Gould Wins Fight.’. 

New York Journal: “Resolved, That 
there be levied ‘and assessed upon the 
taxable property of the village of Tarry- 
town. N. Y.. the-.sum of $5,000, to be ex

Very early in the day, therefore, the 
three polling places of the placid village 
became the center of interest. Out on 
Sheldon avenue, midway between Tarry- 
town village and Irvirgton, the million- 
aire signers of the petition cast their 
votes at the same booths and in precise- 
ly the same way as the more humble 
holders of taxable property. 

John P. Terry, John D. Archibald, P. P. 
Lewis, Henry Graef and George Legg, all 
of whom live on Broadway, voted early 
before going into town at the modest lit- 
tle wooden building known as the Irving 
Social Club reading room, the property of 
Louis Stern, whose mansion crowns the 
hill above it. Mr, Stern, so it was asscrt- 
ed by Philip A. Mdmunds, one of the 
voting inspectors; had pledged himself to 
bear the cost of the elections, which 
would amount to two or three hundred 
doliars.

Donahoe’s: The Irish soldiers at Fonte- 
noy bequeathed. to their beloved France 
names which became so many synonyms 
for honor, and worth, and fidelity. The 
Lallys and the Dillons have ever since 
figured with the highest nobility of ‘he 
nation. We find more than one Dillon 
raised to the dignity of an archbishop. 
Another Dillon, who was married toa 
cougin of the future Empress Josephine, 
fought in America with Lafayette, and 
later, during the reign of terror in 1794, 
when he was commander in chief of the 
French army of the north, perished on 
the guillotine. Again, we find another 
Irish descendant, Clarke, selected by Na- 
poleon as his minister of war, and given 
the title of duke of Feltre. We find a 
Guillaume Meagher occupying one of the 
most prominent posts in the East Indian 
troubles. 

Later still, in the early days of the now 
spent century, we find an Abbe Mac- 
earthy, famous as a court preacher of 
such extraordinary merit that apreminent 
authority, M. Icard, for many years the 
taciturn superior of the Seminary of St. 
Sulpice,, declared him to be head and 
shoulders above Lacordaire. We find a 
Macdonald, of Highland ancestry, but of 
Irish brigade schooling, “the type of 
French honor,’ as Bourrienne calls him, 
created a marshal of France by the great 
emperor upon the battle field at Wagram. 
continued the 
secretary of Napoleon, “‘that the eleva- 
tion of Macdonald added less to the mac- 
shal’s military reputation than it re- 
dounded to the honor of the emperor.”

PIONEER DAYS IN MISSOURI. 


An Old Resident of the State Tells of 
Early Experiences and Ways. 
Carthage, Mo.) Press: R. J. Dale, now 
81 years of age, is still living quietly on 
West Mound street in Carthage, on the 
very spot where sixty-odd years ago he 
saw wild deer roam at will. His life story 
is fraught not only with romance, but 
with valuable historical observations. For 
instance, he recalls his experience as arf 
early Jasper county boy in the recovery 
of a white girl from the Comanche and 
Osage Indians, who had stolen her froin 
her mother, after killing her father, and 
of the final return of the girl, after a 
long residence in Carthage to her mother 
in Texas, as a result of the merest ac- 
cident incidental to the fortunes~of the 

civil war. ? 

Mr. Dale and his father saw the begin- 
ning of the development of the young 
Louisiana territory, the. purchase of 
which is now about to be celebrated by 
the world’s fair of 1903. In 1824 the Dales 
settled in the Boone’s Lick country, made 
famous by the discovery of a salt spring 
by Daniel. Boone on the Missouri river. 
There he saw the first steamboat (the old 
Globe) which ever plied the waters of the 
Missouri, and soon afterwards the Yel- 
Pirogues of furs, peltries, buf- 
of honey were 
Louis in the 


falo robes and barrels 


spring. 

“The southwest was a great missionary 
field for the Baptists,’’ says Mr. Dale, 
“and in 1836 my father’s attention was 
called to southwest Missouri by his fath- 
er, a Baptist missionary, who visited re- 
mote settlements on the frontier to preach 
the gospel and organize churches.’’ 

Mr. Dale’s father was born in Woodford 
county, Kentucky, fought in the war of 
1812, under General Harrison, against the 
British, and at the age of 17 was taken 
prisoner by the Indians at Dudley’s de- 
feat. Kentucky, and compelled to run a 
gantiet of Indian warriors 100 yards long. 
Most of his companians perished in the 
ordeal, or were tomahawked afterwards 
in the bullpen. In 1837 the elder Dale 
prospected in the present Jasper county 
(then part of Barry) and in 1838 moved 
here, bringing his son, R. J. Dale. .They 
Settled at the head of Turkey creek, east 
of the future Joplin, and found elk horns. 
buffalo wallows and other indications of 
great game that had departed, besides 
deer, turkeys, wolves, etc. No schools or 
churches existed among the three settlers 
aheafi of them on Turkey creek, but the 
people of this section already here were 
good and moral. They lived in log houses 
with puncheon floors, clapboard roofs, 
stick and clay chimneys. The first sawed 
lumber used in Jasper county was cut 
With whip saws—logs hewn square and 
placed on a scaffold—one man above and 
one on the ground—pulling and pushing 
the saw up and down. 

The development which Mr. Dale has 
witnessed in the Loulisian territory it- 
self is no greater than the meéhanical and 
industrial progress made since the Louisi- 
ana purchase assured the United States 
its great prosperity and future. The farm 
tools then used in the present empire 
country were not the self-binder, thrash-

Our cattle 
we drove to Dlinois and Ohio in the 
fame way. 
with the friendly Indians to the west of 
us, we trading calico and wampum for 
their robes, peltries, tallow, etc. There 
was no postoffice west of Sarcoxie till one 
was established at my father’s house near 
Joplin in 1841. In the early forties an era 
of mill building set in. 
built a saw mill on Turkey creek north- 
west of the present Joplin, after which 
we substituted plank for puncheon floors, 
and weatherboarded cur log houses. Now 
we had mills and such advanced ma- 
chinery as thrashers’ rig, old straw piler, 
wheat fans—and as a result, had plenty 
of flour. This was greedily bought by 
the Osage Indians, to whom we hauled 
flour in ox wagons and came back with 
their robes, peltries and tallow, hich 
we hauled on to Booneville, and brought 
back necessary supplies from the river. 
Thus we acted as feeders for the great 
pionecr fur traders and steamboaters of 
the Louiana territory. 

“Later lead furnaces wore opened up at 
Granby, Leadville, Oronogo, or Miners- 
villee, and Moseley furnace on Shoal 
creek furrishing us wifh a regular wagon 
freight service to Beoneville, in addition 
to our Osage traffic. Tae far-famed pilo- 
neer practice of paying taxes in wolf 
scalps was extant in this country, but 
the sheriff, who was also the tax collect- 
or, came after the revenue. This land 
where Carthage now lics was first a part 
of Barry county, then it became a part of 
Newton county, and finally the county 
seat of Jasper. Thus, while residing 4n 
one spot, at one time or arother, I paid 
wolf scalp taxes to the sheriffs of three 
different counties. 

“Wolf scalps were made legal ‘tender 
by the state legislature for the double 
purpose of helping the settlers and rid- 
ding the country of the varmints. In 
these early Jasper county. days we citi- 
zens raiscd and manufactured our own 
bread, made out own molasses out of 

~pkins and watermelons till sorghum 
seed was introduced at 10 cents per spoon- 
ful. We grew, picked, carded, spun and 
wove our own cotton and woo! for cloth- 
ing, plaited our own straw hats and tan- 
ned skins and made. our own shoes for 
winter wear.”’

Short Texas Pecan Crop. ; 


Galveston News: Captain T. J. Wiley 
of Austin, who makes a specialty of 
handling pecans, reports a ok of only 
about 100 cars, which is but half the crop 
of a year ago. “Our estimate is that the 
crop will scarcely exceed 100 car loads. 
Thé state produced about 200 car loads 
last year, and that was a short crop. 
Down around Seguin and other points 
along the Colorado there are no pecans 
worth speaking of. I had to go down 
there and look at it myself before I could 
believe that the crop was so short. We 
have begun to bring in pecans from 
Mexico to supply the trade. The cause of 
the shortage is the drought.”’

Will This Merning Ask for Release 
from Deuble Taxation. . 


EXCUSES TURNED DOWN 


Clerk H. M: Wood Besieged Yester- 
day with Applications for Re- 
lease—Adair Will Be the 
Next Chairman—Court 
News. 


It is expected that 100 or more of Ful- 
ton county citizens, who failed to make 
returns, will appear before the board of 
county commissioners this morning and 
seek release from the penalty of double 
taxation. Duning the past few days more 
than 300 citizens have visited the office 
of Clerk Henry M. Wood, of the board, 
for this purpose, but comparatively few 
of them were able to give the legal ex- 
cuse for not making their returns. 

It is understood that numbers of those, 
whose excusés were turned down, have 
announced their intention of appealing to 
the board. 

Mr. Wood stated yesterday afternoon 
that during the day in the neighborhood 
of 100 people had appealed to. him for a 
release from the penalty. The scene in 
the office was animated throughout the 
day and Mr. Wood was kept busy at his 
desk with this line of work from 8 o'clock 
in the morning until 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon. In fact he was so busy writ- 
ing releases, refusing to write them and 
answering questions that he did not stop 
for dinner. Out of the total number only 
about thirty-five were able to furnish the 
required legal excuse. Such excyse is 
that the taxpayer did not have oppor- 
tunity to make returns. If he can show 
this he is given a piece of paper that re- 
leases him from double taxes. If he fails 
on the excuse then a release is refused. 

To Elect Adair Chairman. 

According to present indications Com- 
missioner Forrest Adair will this morning 
be elected to the chairmanship of the 
board for the ensuing year. It is under- 
stood that he will have no opposition, as 
the board usually pursues the policy of 
rotation. It is now Mr. Adair’s time to 
be chairman. 

A member of the board of examiners of 
stationary engineers will also be elected. 
W. C. Shéarer is the present incumbent. 
He is a candidate for reelection. There 
are also two other candidates. 

Judge H. E. W. Palmer, of the reforma- 
tory committee, will report that the in- 
stitution is now practically complete. 
Superintendent T. A. E. Means is getting 
everything in readiness and the reforma- 
tory will likely be open for the reception 
of youthful criminals in a short time. 
Other matters of a routine nature will 
also be up for consideration. 

Royal Arcanum Sued. 

John D. Chase yesterday brought suit 
against the supreme council of the Royal 
Arcanum for $3,000 and interest. 

The petition states that on May 20, 1892, 
the defendant issued to W. H. Chase, a 
brother of the petitioner, a benefit certifi- 
cate, py which it promised to pay $3,000 
upon the furnishing of satisfactory proof 
of-the death of W. H. Chase. It is al- 
leged that he died on May 24, 1901, and 
that on May 18 following the plaintiff 
submftted proof of the death, but that 
payment has been refused. 

It is claimed that the deceased was a 
member in good standing of Atlanta 
council, No. 160, of the Royal Arcanum. 
The suit was filed by Attorneys West- 
moreland Bros. 

Wife Seeks Divorce. 

Mrs. Victoria Estelle Craig yesterday 
instituted suit for divorce from her hu: 
band, J. H,. L. Craig. Mrs. Craig alleges 
that her husband has been guilty of 
habitual drunkenness and infidelity. 

The petition states that they were mar- 
ried in ‘1891 and that Craig deserted his 
wife more than three years ago; also that 
he is now a resident of Oklahoma Terri- 
tory. It is alleged that before and up to 
the time of the separation the defendant 
was habitually drunk and a slave to 
strong drink. 

Mrs. Craig seeks a divorce and the cus- 
tody of her child, Hugh Craig, 8 years of 
age. The petition states that she was 
formerly Miss Victoria Estelle Flesch. ‘At- 
torney W. J. Albert filed the suit.

for a misdemeanor. The law requires 
registration on January 1 o® each year. 

The special tax is levied on the follow- 
ing: Photographers, auctioneers, keepers 
of billiard tables, keepers of ten pin al- 
leys, shows, circuses, liquor dealers, deal- 
ers in pistols, pistol cartridges, dirks and 
bowie knives, dealers in cigarettes and 
cigarette papers, pawn brokers, mercan- 
tile agencies, emigrant agents, dealers in 
futures, agents of packing houses, brew- 
ing companies, detective agencies,owners 
of basebal] parks, railroad ticket brokers 
and gypsy fortune tellers. 

The special tax ranges from $10 to $500. 
The $10 tax is on photographets and the 
$500 tax on emigrant agents.

Committee To Be Named To Confer 
with Depot Commission. 


DIFFERENT VIEWS EXPRESSED 


Some Pryor Street Property Owners 
Say They Will Fight to the 
Last Ditch. 


There will be held within the next two 
or three days a meeting of the Pryor 
Greet propverty owners to. take some 
steps looking toward a protest against 
the closing of Pryor street by the state 
in constructing the new. depot, as was 
announced in The Constitution yesterday. 

Captain W. D. Ellis, who sent out the 
letters to property owners on Pryor street 
suggesting a cdnference, said yesterday 
he did not know just what day the meet- 
ing would be héld, but it will probably be 
tomorrow or Friday, as it is the desire of 
those interested to appoint a committee 
and get their protest in shape before the 
meeting of the depot commission on Mon- 
day. 

Several of those to whom the letter was 
addressed take the same view of the mat- 
ter as does Captain Ellis, and there is no 
doubt from what they say that they will 
enter violent opposition to any plan which 
proposes to do away with the Pryor 
Street crossing. It is expected that as a 
result of the meeting a committee will 
be appofnted to ¢onfer with the depot 
commission and find out just what it Is 
proposed shall be done. 

The Pryor street property owners take 
different views of the matter. Some of 
them go so far as to say they will never 
permit the closing of Pryor street until 
the highest court in the land has said 
there is no legal way to-prevent it. Others 
believe the plan proposed of building a 
sub-way under the depot for foot paw 
sengers will prove advantageous to prop- 
erty in that section. The matter will. no 
daubt be discussed from various, and con- 
flicting standpoints when the meeting ts 
held. 

The depot commission will hardly be in 
a position to tell the Pryor street prop- 
erty owners just’what they propose to do 
on the occasion of their first meeting. 
They will have to wait until they hear 
from the railroads before they know 
whether the new depot is to be bullt. And 
if it is not to be built the Pryor street 
property owners will have no grievanc. 
If it is to be built there will then be 
plenty: of time to discuss the plans pro- 
posed, since it is hardly probable that, in 
any eYent, work will be begun before 
next tn...
